Mangrubang receives national award 
for excellence in science, math 


Fred Mangrubang, who teaches 
science to middle school students at 
Kendall Demonstration Elementary 
School, recently won both state and 
national teaching awards in the Nation- 
al Science Foundation’s Presidential 
Awards for Excellence in science and 
mathematics. 

Mangrubang said that he is the first 
deaf teacher to win the prestigious 
awards, given to America’s most out- 
standing science and mathematics 
teachers since 1983. He was notified in 
June that he had been selected as the 
District of Columbia’s best secondary- 
level science teacher. He was informed 
by a spokesman for President Bush last 
month that he would also receive a 
presidential award from Bush at an 
Oct. 16 White House ceremony. 

“I was shocked, surprised, and hap- 
py too, because the competition was 
very intense,” Mangrubang said after 
being selected. 

Award winners, who are chosen on 
both the elementary and secondary levels, 
win a one-week, expense-paid trip to 
Washington, D.C., where they attend 
a banquet at the State Department in 
their honor, meet the President, and 
receive a citation and a $7,500 Nation- 
al Science Foundation grant. The grant 
is to be spent under the awardee’s 
direction to improve mathematics and 
science programs at their schools. 

Mangrubang, who has taught science 
for the past seven years at KDES and 
four years before that at a high school 
for deaf students in North Carolina, 
was nominated for the state award by 
present and former students at KDES, 
and by fellow members of the National 
Science Teachers Association. 

Letters of support accompanying his 
nomination were sent by his former su- 
pervisor, Rubye Hughes, who called 


him “one of Kendall’s most valued as- 
sets”; KDES’s Coordinator of Parent 
and Infant Education Jo Ann Mackinson, 
who said, “There are few professionals 
I respect more highly”; and former student 
and past MSSD Student Body Govern- 
ment President Raychelle Harris, who 
commended him for “his dedication to 
students” and “his love of science.” 

Mangrubang said he and his wife are 
looking forward to a week’s stay at the 
Mayflower Hotel, where he and other 
winners will participate in workshops 
and exchange ideas about teaching 
science to children. 

Mangrubang said he also will wel- 
come the grant money to make Ken- 
dall’s science department “one of the 
best in the country. We have a chance 
to show other schools what the demon- 
stration school is like.” He plans to 
form a committee to study the specific 
needs of the department, but his 
preliminary wish list is for lab equip- 
ment, IBM computers, and a handbook 
that specifically deals with teaching 
science to deaf students. 


Litterbug reminds people on campus

KDES named a center of excellence 


Kendall Demonstration Elementary 
School has been commended for its 
excellence in serving students at risk by 
the National Council of Teachers of 
English (NCTE). 

One school in each of the 50 states 
and the District of Columbia was desig- 
nated as a State Lead School in the 
1990 Centers of Excellence for Stu- 
dents at Risk program. 

The schools were commended for 
their excellent English/language arts 
programs for students at risk of failing 
or dropping out, and students who are 
not effectively served in traditional 
teaching programs. 


Thirty-five more elementary and 
secondary schools nationwide also were 
named on this year’s Centers of Excel- 
lence honors list. The program, sup- 
ported by a grant from the Sears- 
Roebuck Foundation, involves a na- 
tional search for schools that have de- 
veloped successful approaches to 
teaching students at risk. 

Nearly 400 schools applied for the 
1990-91 program. As a winner, KDES 
will share written materials about its 
language arts program with other edu- - 
cators and will encourage those in- 
volved in improving schools to visit and 
observe its programs in action. 


ry hallways and lounges, and through- 
out campus.

“The 
point is that we spend more waking 
hours here than we do at our homes, 
and this is the students’ home.”

House approves 
TV decoder act 


Final approval of the Television 
Decoder Circuitry Act of 1990 is now a 
foregone conclusion with the unani- 
mous passage of the legislation by the 
U.S. House of Representatives on

The legislation was approved by the 
U.S. Senate, also unanimously, on 
Aug. 2. President George Bush now 
has 10 days in which to sign the bill or 
it automatically becomes law without 
his signature. 


The legislation requires that by July 
1, 1993, closed caption decoder cir- 
cuitry must be installed in all new tele- 
vision sets with 13-inch screens or 
larger sold in the United States. The 
law is expected to open up television 
programming to deaf, hard of hearing, 
and other consumers at a nominal cost 
added to the price of each new televi- 
sion set. Potential audiences for 
closed captioning include 24 million 
deaf and hard of hearing people, 27 to 
29 million adults with literacy problems, 
three to four million immigrants learn- 
ing English as a second language, and 
millions of children learning to read. 


President I. King Jordan and Sy 
DuBow of the National Center for Law 
and the Deaf were among those who 
testified at House and Senate subcom- 
mittee hearings on behalf of the legis- 
lation.

An investi- 
gation showed that the ball had not ex- 
ploded and that the powder had been 
used earlier by students for special ef- 
fects in a videotaped presentation. 

e 9/15—Assorted tools were stolen 
from a vehicle parked at Carlin Hall. 

e 9/19—A Gallaudet student was ar- 
rested under a U.S. warrant for assault. 
e 9/20—An investigation is being 
held concerning an alleged rape involv- 
ing two students at Northwest Campus; 
a Gold Star brand AM/FM radio was 

stolen from Chapel Hall. 

e 9/22—A Mitsubishi video recorder 
and a Radio Shack portable stereo 
were stolen from Cogswell Hall; a 
basement door window at House 300 
was broken in an attempted burglary. 

e 9/23—An alleged rape involving two 
students at MSSD is under investigation; 
a model #390 RCA VCR, suitcases, a 
35mm Canon camera, a Nintendo ma- 
chine, 14 tapes, and a joy stick were 
taken from an MSSD residence hall.
